The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
process for producing a hydroxyalkyne is patentably distinct. Applicants have 
demonstrated, by way of comparative data, that when the coupling reaction in step (i) is 
carried out without solvent and in the presence of the selected cyclic amine base the 
yield and enantioselectivey of the desired hydroxyalkyne is markedly increased (see 
Example 1, the Table and Example 2).
